ThC very first 
thing tiiat strikes us after iw.e got to 
Cuba is thfci^ albhumanity seems bent 
pn kbeplW'o&ol,r(p.'p«l OYm-thih» is di- 
rected to tliat entl,. We' strttnglj'rs in 
our cloth grtrments are tho only ones 
who !|ro hot there. Tiio natives look 
as cool as they feel. They look pictur- 
esquely cool. I'hoy wear suits of linen 
or thin silk, of light weight white duck 
or drill, with light, low-cut sivoes, silk 
or lisle-thread hose and undergar- 
ments; hats mado of lino straw or 
grass, that do not a]jpear to weigh an 
ounce. I cannot giv.! to a gentleman a 
_gJp^rj;F idea of how cool ilmy. must fuel 
than by say ing that tlicre is iu>\. such a 
thing to bo had iu (."uba asasliirt with 
a separate collar. You say that such 
suits of clothing as 1 describe, look 
unshapely and even unsightly. So 
they do; because our tailors do not 
seem to know how to make them, and 
our laundresses starch thom too still". 
Exporionco and practleo would soon 
overcome tliat. . Havana is a very 
dressy and fashion ieariug city. 'I'ho 
tailors mako those thiu garments as 
stylishly and as sluip'cly as our suits. 
Tlie women there do not dress-sO'-very- 
unlike our own women; tliat is to say 
' tliat AmeiScan' woman dfesa mora sen- 
sibly in summer than American men 
do. In both countries the result is 
reached by lessening the uumber and 
weight of ilio undorgarmonts and don- 
ning summer silks or almost gossamer 
goods for summer wear. 

The Cubans have a hot weather way 
of managing their business uiTiiirs. i.,et 
no ono run away with the idea that 
business in Havana does not amount to 
much. Havana has long been one of 
tlie great .seaports and coiuiuerciai cen- 
ters of tho world, the head of tiio sugar 
aud lubuceu Liadea, lilid thu .tunl uf uu 

immense miscellaneous shipping indus- 
try. There are many men and firms as 
busily eiigagtnl in making fortunes 
there .is cverywhero else, 'i'o begin 
with the busiiuis.-i houses :u'e IniilL to 
provide coolness by lueaus of shadi^ 
and air. Thoy are more open than 
what v.'o call au "open oar," yet can b(> 
closed as tight as any Wall street bank. 
It is delightful 'to "visit 'them. It is 
amazing to see how cool tho men who 
work in them keep themselves. Tho 
merchants and their clerks quit their 
bod3at6:.'50 o'clock, perhaps earlier, 
enjoy a bath, dress in a leisurely way, 
take cofl'ee, and reach their counters 
and desks at 6:30 o'clock. It is cool at 
tliat time iu tho struel.s, and they aro 
not half so exhausted when thoy boirin 
work as wo are. At 10:30 or 11 o'clock, 
under a sunshade or in a cab or car, 
tho,y so home again to breakf.asL 

Nothing short of tho explosiun of a 
powder magazine, which made them 
forget themselvos a few weeks' ago, 
coiild induce a man or boy among them 
to hurry. The only two hasty or ex- 
cited movements I saw in Cuba were 
.on tho part of a young woman and a 
boy. Tho young woman was a ballot- 
dancer in a cool, open-air theater, aud 
was engaged in to-too-liim movonionts, 
lasting only a fow moments each night 
for a' largo salary. The hoy actually
